NEW YORK. 
PORT JERVIS INUNDATED. 

Pogr Jznvis, N. I., March 17.~—At 6 o'clock 
this morning a large shop-whistle summoned the 
people to look out for flood, as the river was ris- 
ing with fearful rapidity. The telegraph had 
previously announced that the ice had swept 
through every barrier above here, and was com- 
ing down upon this city, riding upon the crest of 
a wave 10 feet high. 

7 oK a. m.—The water is rising very rapid- 
ly, and King street is inundated. A large charge 
of nitro-glycerine, just exploded, did great exe- 
eution. The ice is damming up at the head of 
the gorg@ The Delaware Railroad bridge, 3 
miles west, has been swept away. The flood is 
coming with inconceivable force, and the inhab- 
itante are fleeing in confusion from the flats. 

8 o'cuocse a. X.— Ihe gorge remains firm, but 
the volume of water at this writing has made a 
river of King street, carrying all before it, and 
submerging a great part of the lower portion of 
the town. The flood is now within 100 yards of 
the telegraph office. 

8:45 o'OLOcK A. m.—A great shout of thank- 
fulness has gone up. The gorge has broken, 
and the ice is floating down the stream, while 
the water in the village is lowering. The Bar- 
rett bridge stands, though badly damaged. 
Probably thirty blocks were inundated, and some 
houses were carried off. As far as heard from, 
no lives were lost. The general impression seems 
te be that the weakening of the gorge by 
blasting has saved the entire lower part of the 
village from destruction. Five holes had been 
dug in the main dam—a glacier—in each of 
which twenty-five pounds of nitro-giycerine 
were exploded at the critical moment. 

9 o’coLock A. M.—The Barrett bridge has just 
been swept away, it being unable to withstand 
the railroad bridge, whicn bad given away some 
distance above, and was dashed against it by the 
flood. The wrecks of the two bridges are being 
carried rapidly down stream, and the suspension 
briage, eight miles below, is felt to be doomed. 

9:45 O'CLOCK A. M.—Apbout three hundred 


} houses in Port Jervis proper, between the rail- 


way and the river, were more or less damaged by 
water. Many of them were tillea to their second 
stories. 

Owing to the antple warning given by the au- 
thorities no lives were lost. 

All the large shops of the Erie Railroad Com- 
pany had more or less water in them, but no

1 o'ctock P. X.— Tbe scene at Germantown, 
on the river bank, beggars description. The ice

About twenty 
emall houses and some shanties have been tora 
to pieces, and about 200 houses are filled with 
water to the second story. It is reported that one 


man was killed. Four of the five spans—in all 
622 feet—of the Delaware Railroad bridge are

THE SCENES AT WILKESBARRE, 
Special ivepatch to The Chicago Trioune, 

Waun sann, Pa., March 17.—The Valley of 
Wyoming is being swept over by a destructive 
flood, and, by a curious Coincidence, it is ten 
years ago to-day that the valley was laid waste 
by the most disastrous freshet of modern times. 
The fear of an unusual rise of the Susbuehanna 
from the recent heavy snow-fall has been almost 
dispelled by the gradual melting of the vast 
snow-fields on the surrounding mountains, and, 
up to last evening, there were no indications 
that the river would break up soon. About 
8 clock an ominous cracking was 
heard. ‘the river rose rapidly for several 
feet, and the ice moved a few minutes, but soon 
became gorged above and below the city. The 
moon shone brightly, aud hundreds of persons 
gathered along the river and remained for sev- 
eral hours expecting the crash which came at 
1 o'clock this morning. The ice was again 
started by a gorge which broke at Pittston, 10 
miles above this place, and ran for nearly an 
hour when another ice-dam formed here, which 
has not yet given way. The bridge stood the 
shock but had its ice-breakers torn off like splin- 
ters, anf one of its stone piers shattered, 


The water kept on rising rapidly until it had 
reached 27 feet, when the stream had attained a 
width ot nearly a mile, the low country o ppo- 
site Wilkesbarcre being covered with a rusning 
torrent, which carried desolation and ruin in its 
path. In the lower parts of the town a number 
of residences were abandoned. The flood re- 
ceived a decided check by a sudden change of the 
weather to-day, it having been bitter cold, thus 
preventing a further increase in the volume of 
water, and either averting the catastrophe, 
by allowing the waters to subside grad- 
ually, or postponing it a short time 
only, to cause greater disaster. The gorge be- 
low the town broke — 1 8 the water is 
slowly falling to-night.

THIRD-TERM NONSENSE. 


proposition in American politics than the 
question of a third term. It was originally 
a sensation invented by the New York 
Heraid, to which truth is not essential. 
Like the stories of the escape of the wild 
animals in Central Park, the burning of a 
theatre in Chicago, and the sea-serpent, it 
was never intended to provoke more than a 
few days’ idle talk, and ought to have been 
allowed to perish in silence. But the Demo- 
cratic press, and that portion of the Republic- 
an press which had left the party to 
become independent,“ took up the matter, 
treated it seriously, and sought to make parti- 
san capital of it against the President and 
the Republican party. The President rightly 
treated it at first as a joke, then as an in- 
tended insult, and properly regarded it with 
contempt. The fact that he did not rush 
into print to deny the story was then used 
as confirmatory evidence that the invention 
was trne,—that he was seeking an electionjto 
the Presidency for a third time. Since then 
at intervals the charge against the President 
has been revived, and has as often been 
treated by him with silent contempt. 

This frequent repetition of the third-term 
story had an effect in certain quarters. It 
attracted the selfish attention of a large num- 
ber of officeholders ; many of these entered 
office in 1869, at the same time with 
the President, and theses argued that 
a third term for him also meant third 
terms for them, Others who had been in 
office a shorter time, warmed up to the third- 
term business, because it promised a renewal 
of their own official leases. The army of 
officeholders who live upon the public, and 
who, courtier like, are in favor of whatever 
the governing dynasty may favor, jamped at 
the idea of complimenting the President by 
tenders ef their zealous support fora third 
term. The brood of tax-eating carpet-bag- 
gers in the South, who imagined that a third 
term would be a prolongation of their preca- 
rious political existence, were alse vehement 
in their advocacy of a third term. 

In course of time the third-term policy re- 
ceived support from a new quarter. The 
President’s course in regard to Arkansas, and 
his letter to Gov. Davis, of Texas, refusing 
to interfere in his behalf, and advising him to 
submit to the adverse verdict of the people, 
was welcomed by the whole Democratic 
party of the South as an indication that the 
President was disposed to ent loose from the 
Republican organizations in those States.

THE MUNICIPAL INCORPORATION BILL. 

Ald. CampBELL was so much encouraged at 
his success in inducing the Common Council 
to declare against the proposed aty charter 
that he thought he could excite a popular 
demonstration against it. He has found this 
to be a very different matter. After two at- 
tempts, the largest mass-meeting he could 
get together consisted of thirty persons, who 
went to listen to a set of resolutions which 
he carried.in his pocket. Popular sentiment 
does not usually run in the same channel as 
that of the Common Council, and the present 
case is no exGeption to the rule. The Coun- 
cil joined in with Cann, for the same 
petty and selfish motives which actuated him ; 
it was unreasonable to expect the people to 
de so. 

After making due allowance for Ald. Caur- 
BELL’s ignorance (and we suspect that he has 
never read the bill now before the Legisla- 
tare), his misrepresentations of the new mu- 


“nicipal project are largely dus to personal 


considerations with which the public have no 
sympathy whatever. The adoption of the 
new charter will compel Mr. Campuriz to go 
before the people again for election, and he 
is, perhaps, afraid of the result. It will also 
provide a Sedond House and enlarge the di- 
mensions of the Board of Aldermen, so that 
the log-rolling and rings will be much more 
difficult to form, and this might interfere 
materially with some of Mr. Campsriz’s 
‘little arrangements,” and other Aldermen's 
“little arrangements.” These may be 
very good. reasons why Ald. Campner. 
and his colleagues should oppose the 
passage of the bill for a new charter, but they 
are just the reasons why the people should 
favor it. There is another reason why Mr. 
Campsrxi, and other Aldermen are seeking 
to defeat the bill before the Legislature ; it 
merely provides for submitting the charter to 
the people, and, as the ward politicians believe 
it will be adopted, they desire to deprive 
the people of the privilege of deciding the 
question for themselves. It is proper that 
these motives be generally understood; they 
throw light upon the string of misrepresenta- 
tions contained in Ald. Camppetz’s res- 
olutions, which we shall examine seriatizn. 
His first reason for opposing the bill is as fol- 


lows : 

Firet—That in effect it is a measure of special and 
local legislation, to nullify that ion of the Con- 
stitution w guarantees to the inhabitants of this 
city the right of municipal government upon the sur- 
render of their present charter, under a general law 
for the government of cities, and which, if conveyed 
into éxecution, would divest us of this common right 
of citizens of this Commonwealth. 


This is a positive and malicious misrepre- 
sentation. The bill is a general law for the 
reorganization of cities. Chicago may or may 
not be the only city to adopt it; but all the 
other cities in the State may adopt it, if they 
see fit, in the manner prescribed by law. It 
is, therefore, in no sense a special law. It 
neither deprives any city of the privilege of 
adopting it, ae ee ae ae 
city to take it. The simple fact is that no 
large cities have organized under the Genera! 
Incorporation act, because it is not adapted 
for the government of large corporations, 
while its provisions for small places are such 
as to have attracted many of the towns to or- 
ganize under it. The bill before the Legisla- 
ture is intended simply to render the General 
Incorporation act suitable for large cities as 
well as small, and it is the privilege of every 
city in the State to use it or not, as it sees fit.

Thisisa more vicious misrepresentation than 
any of the others. The fact is that the pres- 
ent hybrid system is a counterpart of the 
charter under which Twrxp perpetrated his 
robberies. The trial of the Twuxep thieves 
brought qut the fact that the Mayor was 
powerless, as our Mayor is, and that there was 
abundant opportunity for each department to 
squander and appropriate the public moneys; 
that all the departments were irresponsible, 
and that there was no check anywhere upon 
incompetency or corruption. The new char- 
ter reaches after the same results as the pres- 
ent Reform Charter of New York, whereby 
the Mayor is vested with powers of appoint- 
ment and removal, and the people have one 
central authority to hold to account in the 
manner provided by law. 

Fifth—Tiat, in effect, like the Twp charter, it 
commits the entire Government of Chicago into the 
hands of a ying of seven persons appointed by the 
Mayor, and responsible solely to that official, who is 
responsible to no orgen of authority whatever, thus 
concentrating every function ef public authority in « 
ring of official creatures of one irresponsible func- 
tionary. 

Strtu— That committing to this ring the sale and the 
entire power over the award of all public works and 
contracts of every kind whatever, it opens the way to 
plunder more colossal in magnitode than even that 
which was perpetrated by the inventors of this bill, 
the Twzep Ring of New York. 

Mr. Caurnmzt's fifth and sixth reasons are 
out from the same piece, and both manufac- 
tured out of whole cloth. Under the present 
system, contracts are let by small rings of 
three, which is the mystic number constitut- 
ing each Board. Two men, at present, can 
load down the city with taxes to in- 
dulge any extravagant or corrupt job 
that may present itself. Under the 
proposed charter, every «oniract, to be 
valid, requires the approval ol a cabinet con- 
sisting of the Comptroller, Corporation Coun- 
sel, the Public Works, Health, Fire, and Po- 
lice Commissionera, and the Mayor. This ap- 
proval must be given by a public vote of ayes 
and nays, which goes on record. It is not 
the work of a star chamber, as at present. 
Every member of this cabinet is appointed 
and removed by the Mayor, who cannot shirk 
the responsibility for the incompetency or 
corruption of any of his subordinates. He is 
accountable to the people for them; he is 
accountable to the Board of Councilors, who 
confirm his appointments and removals ; and 
he is accountable in the Courts in the manner 
provided in the General Incorporation act. 
Under the present system we have neither 
publicity nor accountability anywhere. 

event h- That the projected scheme of a two-cham- 
ber Council, of no less than seventy-five members, is 
a project of folly and absurdity too gross for descrip- 
tion, 

Herein Mr. Caur xt shows his ignorance. 
Chicago has a population of nearly half a 
million, and within ten years will have more 
nearly a million. There is no other city in 
the country approaching this size which has 
not adopted the check of a Second House; 
there is no city in the country which needs 
this check: so badly. The Board of Coun- 
cilors, beihg elected by the city at large, will 
be free from the sectional preferences and 
prejudices of the Board of Aldermen, elected 
from the wards, an will be inclined to check 
all legislation not in the interest of the city 
asa whole. We need such a check against 
lobbying, trading, and log-rolling, as well as 
against actual corruption. The increase in 
the size of the Board of Aldermen is one of 
the best features of the bill, since it provides 
for minority representation. The present 
Board consists of forty members; the new 
Board will consist of sixty members. Under 
the present plan each ward is represented as 
follows :

As the minority is rarely less than forty out 
of every 100, and sometimes as large as forty- 
nine out of every 100, in a ward, the justice 
and advantage of the new plan is immediately 
apparent.

LABOR LEGISLATION. 

Pennsylvania has been for years the great 
battle-field of capital and labor over a parti- 
tion of protection spoils. Its wealthy manu- 
facturers have demanded and got protec- 
tion,” simply for the sake, they said, of their 
employes, and we believe them—of course. 
It is strange, but true, that the employes so 
benevolently cared for do not seem te get 
along very well. They are in continual hot 
water with the men who, through Congres- 
sional attorneys, protect them. Strike 
follows upon strike, lock-out upon lock-out. 
The average miner, by dint of constant prac- 
tice, has become an expert in drawing coffins, 
skulls, and things, for a warning to his loving 
employers, and Molly Maguires” mas- 
querade and murder through part of every 
year. The thorough bad feeling between 
the sellers and buyers of labor seems to 
have convinced the Pennsylvania Legislature 
that something ought to be done. The ro- 
sult is a remarkable something in the shape 
of a bill which is now before the House. 

This bill provides for the creation of an 
industrial court,—a fact which seems to show 
that ita author has some hazy notion of the 
French Conseils des Prud hommes or the 
English Boards of Arbitration. This court is 
to have absolute authority over any disputes 
between employer and employe. “Its decis- 
ion is final. There can be no appeal. The 
text of the bill gives the new court power 
to adjust and finally determine all questions 
and disputes relative to wages, salaries, or al- 
leged unfair dealings.” It ma declare what 
shall be the wages or salaries of employes.” 
Employers must pay the wages fixed by this 
remarkable tribunal, in money, under heavy 
penalties. Every employe is tempted to play 
spy and informer by the promise of pecuniary 
reward. If a mine-owner holds a large stock 
of unsold coal, the surplus above a certain’ 
small amount is to be seized and sold. If 
any employer sells his wares below the market 
price, and does so with the intention of eut- 
ting down wages, he is liable to punishment 
by fine, imprisonment, or confiscation of ‘his 
property.] Every employer must make sworn 
returns, each month, of the cost, the prices, 
and sale of his product; the amount of capi- 
tal invested ; and the number, ages, and pay 
of his employes. 

This wonderful scheme, which proposes to 
right the wrongs of labor by subjecting both 
it and capital to an irresponsible despot, who 
ean only be influenced by bribes and black- 
mail, must be the product of some dema- 
gogue or lunatic. This industrial court 
would doubtless immediately fall into the 
hands of carrupt demagogues, and would 
then merely ratify, legalize, and enforce the 
wrongs of the party paying it the most 
money. 

The fact that one of the first essays 
toward labor legislation in this country is 
such a ludicrous failure, ought not to pre- 
vent further attempts. The Pennsylvania bill 
may serve as a perfect example of what 
the needed law should not be. The 
French Courts of Arbitration, established by 
the State about the year 1850, have been a 
very great success: So have Mr. Mox bu LA's 
Boards of Arbitration, in England. In New 
York City, the Court of Arbitration organ- 
ized by the Legislature, in response to the re- 
quest of the Chamber of Commerce, is said 
to be doing a good work. It takes cognizance 
only of cases between merchants. The same 
principle, however,—that of arbitration, —can 
be just as well applied in coal-digging as in 
mercantile matters, as the example of En- 
gland and France has shown. The estab- 
lishment of industrial courts after this pat- 
tern is not only a proper, but a needed, legis- 
lative act. 


THE TRADES-UNIONS OF ENGLAND. 

There was a notable Congress at Liverpool 
in February. The 152 delegates who were 
present represented 107 trades-unions and 
684,592 unionists: If we add the wives and 
children represented through their husbands 
and fathers, it becomes evident that this nota- 
ble Congress spoke for a very large propor- 
tion of the working classes of England. It 
sat for six days. Its official report lies before 
us. 

The session began with a storm. A certain 
Cremer, who slipped in without eredentials, 
and who does not appear on the official list 
of delegates, made grave charges of treachery 
against Messrs. MacDonaup and Bunt, the 
workingmen members of Parliament. The 
criminal law of England bears hardly 
on strikes, and generally discriminates 
between masters and men in favor 
of the former; The Dat Ministry, 
in response to the complaints of 
last year’s Congress, appointed a Commis- 
sion to inquire into the state of the law. 
Messrs. Mac Donato and Burt sat on the 
Commission, which has done substantially 
nothing.

PERRY ON STATE TAXATION. 

The report of the Massachusetts Commis- 
sion on Taxation was a disappointment to 
tax-reformers. With something of good, it 
had much of bad. It is almost incredible 
that three men worthy to serve on such a 
Commission should recommend the taxation 
of mortgages,—4. 4., taxing the same property 
twice. Yet this recommendation forms part 
of the report. An appendix contains a paper 
by Prof. A. L. Punrr, of Williams ege, 
author of the well-known book on 
economy. Prof. Pzxur agrees with Da 
A. Wats that ex-territorial legislation is 
illegal. A person living in Boston cannot 
rightfully be taxed on s farm situated in Ili- 
nois: He is so taxed, but he can fight and de- 
feat the attempted extortion, as it is un- 
constitutional.

Rumors that the Catholics Were About 
to Buy It In. 


When and How the Absurd Story 
Originated. 


Summary of the Financial Condition of 
the Institution. 


Plans of the Officers. 


For several days, rumors of a very unpleasant 
nature have been circulating throughout the 
city, to the effect that the University of Chicago 
was ina very embarrassed condition financially. 
Gaining strength as it progressed, the next 
story was that the holders of the incumbrances 
on the University would sell it out. Finally, it 
was asserted that the Catholics of Chicago were 
gware of this, and were raising money for the 
purpose of buying the University property when 
sold under the trust-deed, and converting it into 
an educational institution of their own. It is 
well koown that the Catholics often show great 
sagacity ia securing just such bargsins, and 
many Baptists, as wel as members of other 
evangelical churches, were greatly alarmed lest 
this bulwark of Protestantiem should be thrown 
into the hands of the enemy. So satisfied were 
people of the truth of these statements that 
they were able to give the precise day on which 
the sale would take place, and just w 0 
Catholics had obtained the money with (which 
they designed purchasing the property. 

Tux Tarsus, after having thoroughly ſuves- 
tigated this subject, is gratified at being able to 

DENY THE TRITH OF ALL THESE STATEMENTS, 
and to point out she trivial source whence all 
these rumors came. Last November the annual 
election of officers of the Board of Regents was 
held. and Mr. Hevry Greenebaum was chosen 
Treasurer. That gentieman at once applied him- 
self to systematizing the financial affairs of the 
University, which had for some time previous 
been in asomewhat disorganized condition, ow- 
ing to causes beyond=the control of the former 
Treasurer. The first thing to be done was to 
provide for meeting the current expenses of the 
Univereity, which amount to about $25,000 per 
annum, made up in greet part of the salaries of 
the, Professors. These had been suffered to 
run into arrears, but, under the new 
system of the new Treasurer, they 


were 
snd regular monthly payments were thereafter 
made until the 15th of February. At that time 
it so happened that there was no money in the 
treasury with which to provide for the pay-roll. 
Dr. Burroughs, the Chancellor, who, under the 
pew system of things has the sole charge of all 
collecting, had been seriously upweil for some 
time, and was, therefore, unable to provide the 
necessary funds. For this reason the payments 
due in February were not made until early in 
March, and those now due will not be made until 
toward the end of this month. The non-pay- 
ment of these salaries, which was generally 
known all over the University, gave rise to 
these rumors which final'y became so alarming 
in their nature. 

‘ THE FINANCES. 

The proceedings of the Committee of the 
Board of Regents, published in yesterday's 
TRibuNE, mention the fact that the Committees on 
Finance and Endowment were directed to make a 
detailed report of the financial condition of the 
institution to be submitted at the regular an- 
Dual meeting to be held next month. It may 
not be out of place, however, to give some infor- 
mation now concerning the pecuniary status of 
the University; and while it may not be as en- 
couraging as its friends couid wish, yet it must 
be borne in mind that all new educational insti- 
tutions, unless backed by a Peabody or a Vassar, 
must necessarily struggle for existence and ex- 
— to meet grave tiuancial embarrassments 

ming the early years of their existence. From 
there things the University of Chicago has not 
peen exempt: it is probably due ovly to the 
ptrenvous exertions of ite friends that it has not 
gucculabed to them. 
THE Mos: SERIOUS INCUMBRANCE 
onthe University is a mortgage for $100,000, 
giyen many years ago to the Mutual Life Insur- 
ance Company, of Philadelphia. This mortgage 
is lo overdue, but its holders are not 
Named to press the payment of the prin- 
cipal so long as they are sure of 
regularly receiving their interest. Their agent 
fa this city is Dr. L. D. Boone, a life-long friend 
sod helper of the University, aod it is cortain 
that so long as the mortgage fs in his hands, the 
University will not be seriously pressed, unless, 
of course, it defanits in the interest. It is un- 
derstood that, on previous occasions when this 
bas happened, the Doctor has come forward and 
carried the interest for the University, being 
perfectly willing to do so until it was able to 
repay bim.

KIBBE vs. JACKSON.

RAILROAD NEWS. 


CHICAGO AND THE SOUTH. 

The Illinois Central Railroad, since the new 
management has taken a hold ef it, has made 
strenuous exertion to secure all possibie connec- 
tions between Chicago and the South, and their 
efforts bid fair to be rewarded with the success 
they deserve. Since the completion of the New 
Orleans, St. Louis & Chicago Railroad. the busi- 
ness of the road with the South has largely in- 
creased, and through trains to New Orleans have 
been doing a good business. The freight traffic 
to and from New Orleans is also steadily increas- 
ing, aud the managers expect that before long 
much of the grain destined for European ports 
will go via New Orleans. Besides this, the man- 
agement bas just now succeeded in mating 
arrangements with steamship lines to Ha- 
vana and Vera Cruz, by which it 
can sell through tickets to Cuba and Metico, 
aud the ede of these tickets will commenceia a 
few days. The newrates will be much lower 
than those heretofore charged, and will sumu- 
late people to visit those sunny climes. The 
charges will be as follows: From Chicago to 
Havana, 668; to Havana and return, via Cedar 
Keys and Key West, 6100; to Havana, via direct 
line, $93; to Vera Crus and return, $143; to 
City of Mexico, $116; to City of Mexico and re- 
turn, $170. The above amounts are in currency. 
The round-trip tickets to Havana will be good 
for ninety days, and the round-trip tickets to 
Vera Cruz and Mexico seventy-five days. 

It is hoped that these laudable efforts of the 
Illinois Central Railroad to make Chicago one of 
the principal martes of the South and South 
America will be rewarded with the success they 
deserve. 


OHIO RAILROADS. 

The eighth annual repert of the Commissioners 
of Railroads and Telegrapha of Ohio, incluling 
returns from the railroads of the State for the 
year ending June 30, 1574, shows a length of 
main lines and branches in the State at the dose 
of the year of 4,374.44 miles, an increase of 
211.47 miles during the year against 376.35 niles 
the previous year. There are 1,141.52 mile of 
second track and sidings, which is 97.64 more 
than the previous year. Tue cost of the reads 
in the State is reported as $268,684,952, which is 
at the rate of $61,422 per mile. The stock, and 
funded and floating debis of these roads is greater 
by 104¢ per cent than the reported cost, or 
$67,782 per mile. Of the whole amount $1)0,- 
547,397 ie stock, 8138, 836.585 funded debt, snd 
$15,596,811 floating debt. The latter, which 
should not properly cover cost of constructin, 
and may be balanced by assets other than railroads 
and their equipment is at the rate of nearly 
$3,300 per mile, During the year the reads 
carried 15,487,294 F r cent 
more than the preceding year,—an ob, 199,435 
tous of freight, which is 16 per cent less. The 
passenger mileage (the Marietta, Cleveland & 
Pittsburg, and the Painesville 4 Youngstown 
not reportimg) wee 621,887,641, giving an average 
journey of 41.55, for which the average receipt 
was 2.072 cents per mile. Of the total ton- 
nage, 30.56 per cent was through. On ihirty- 
one of the thirty-four lines the tonnage mileage 
is reported, amounting to 3,717,522,979, aud the 
average receipt per ton per mile is given as 1.332 
cents,—lower than for the whole rail:oad system 
of any other State in America. The proportion 
ef earniegs ef the railroadsin Ohio was $37,- 
177,130, which is $998,202, or 2 per cet less 
than was earned ia 1872-"73 on 211 miles ess of 
road. The working expenses were $27,053,274, 
which is $238,610 less thag the previous year; 
and the net earnings were $10,113,856, or 7 per 
cent lese, and less than 4 per cent on the cost of 
the roads.

The railroads leading from this city to the 
East ha ve established the following new tariff 
on grass and clover seed to the principal eastern 
points: Te Boston, Portland, and common 
points, 70 cents per 100 pounds; New York 
and common points, 65 cents; Albany, 
Troy, and Schenectady, 60 cents; Phil- 
adeiphis, * Baltimore, and common points, 
60 cents; Buffalo and Suspension Brid 
385 cents; Detroit and Toledo, 25 cents; 
Clevelaod and common points. 30 cents; Pitts- 
burg, 40 cents; Toronto, and London, 
35 cents. These rates are considerably lower 
than the old ones. Strenuous efforts are made 
by some of the large commission merchants in 
this city to break the rates on east-bound 
freights, especially pork and grain. Large ship- 
ments of these articles bave been offered pro- 
vided the freight agents will come dawn with 
their rates. Thus far all the agents have re- 
mained firm, and refuse to take any goods, no

Husband.

No Mire’ Deaths Yet--- | In 
Postponed. a 1222 


At about 11 o'clock ing 
Dietzsch entered the Rolling’ Mills Police Station 
full of business, and with a grievance which he 
wo means gentle reproach he summoned the 
station-keeper before him, and demanded why 
that officer has failed to notify him of the 
Cleaver street poisoning case, but had taken 
care to let the reporters know of tho 
occurrence. The Coroner was beginning 3 
lengthy speech on the enormity of the offense 
when the station-keeper showed him that he was 
mistaken+-that he had been notified, and that 
the reporters had learned of the occurrence by 
this notification. The fact is that as long as the 
Coroner insists upon keeping his headquarters 
in the County building, which is far removed 
from any police office, instead of at the Central 
or some other police station in telegraphic con- 
nection with it, so long will he suffer delays in 
notification, and so long will unfortunate crea- 
tures like Malinski, arrested and incarcerated on 
suspicion, be obliged to await for a test of their 
innocenes until the Coroner learns about the 
case requiring his attention from the daily pa- 
pers, as Was the case in this instance. 

THE VIRST OFFICIAL ACT 

which the Coroner performed yesterday in the 
M alinski poisoning case was the summoning be- 
fore him of the father of the family from the 
cell in which he has been immured since Mon- 
day last. In the clear light of the front room 
of the Station the unfortunate creature present- 
ed a much more favorable aspect than in the cell, 
but, as before, be showed no sign of emotion 
while talking about the terrible blow which had 
overtaken those who were, or ought to have 
been, dearer tban all else to him in this world. 

After having scanned the features of the 
prisoner, the Coroner proceeded to cross-exam- 


ine him, as follows: 

Coroner—How comes it that your wife has died 
like this ? 

Maliveki—I don’t know. 


Coroner—What has she taken that she died | 


thus? 

Matinski—I don’t know. 

Coroner— What have you put some stuff in the 
coffee for ? : 

Malinski—I didn’t do it. 

Coroner—Then who has done it? 

Malinski—I don’t know. 

P Coroner—What stuff have you put in the cof- 
ee ? 

Malinski—I don't know. 

Coroner—Ha! You don’t know! 
have put something in the coffee. 

Malinski—No, I put nothing in the coffee. 

Having finished his examination the Coroner 
called atiention to the contradictions made by 
the prisoner, but which were hardly clear to 
those who had heard the answers. The prisoner 
was then ordered to his cell, which he entered 
with a sich of relief as though released from a 
terrible ordeal. The work of 

IMPANELING THE JURY 
was then proceeded with, and resulted in the se- 
curiog of the following: C. J. Lewis, foreman, 
William Patton, Robert Fo h, Patrick Gough, 
Charles Milbrandt, Charles binson, Dr. Pa- 
rick Curran, Henry Wersenfeidt, Albert Giembo, 
William Sickles, D. Drammond, and F. H. 
Palmer. The jury, accompanied by the Coroner, 
Dr. Henrotin, and a host of admiring inhabitants 
of the region, then repaired to No 27 Cleaver 
street te view the remains of the deceased. 
These had, since the night before, received the 
attention of an undertaker, and were laid out in 
coffins and clad in white garments ornamented 
with blue silk ribbons. The heads of the chil- 
dren were bedecked 
flowers, while on the bodies of all bad been laid 
tracts containing pictures of the Saints. Fearful 
as was the sight which the bodies presented the 
day before, yet the distortion of feature, the 
fever-marks on the lips and in the mouths of the 
deceased, the staring, agonized eyes, were 
brought out in such strong relief by the white 
garmeots which enveloped their faces, that 
many of the jury took but a necessary glance 
at the dead, and hasteoed to the front corner of 
the house, shuddering. Here the Coroner ad- 
ministered the usual oath, and, having admon- 
ished the jury to appear at the Rolling Mills 
Station the following morning at 10 o'clock, dis- 
missed them. The object of the delay of a day 
is to discover what hkelihood there is for the 
RECOVERY OF LITTLE JOSEPHA, 

and who, if she gets over her sickness, will prob- 
ably be a very essential witness in the case. 

It is very doubtful, however, whether the little 
giri williever be able to tell in this world what 
she knows of the poisoning.

The little 
girl Eligabetha is found to have improved ma- 
terialiy during the night, and the medical men 
who looked at her yesterday agreed that in her 
case the remaining symptoms seemed anything 
but dangerous.

The Coroner accordingly iseued orders for the 
burial of the dead, which will take place at the 
St. Stanislaus Polish Church at 9 o'clock this 
morning. 

The witnesses to be examined at the inquest 
will be few in number, the principal ones being 
Malinski, Thomas Surda, of No. 13 Cleaver 
street, and Charles Smith, of the rear of No. 27. 
It is, however, hardly expected that any of the 
witnesses will throw any new light upon the 
subject, and after their examination the inquest 
will be postponed for the necessary time m 
which to accomplish a chemical analysis of the 
stomachs of the deceased, and of the food of 
which they lest partook. This work has been 
intrusted to Dr. Siebel, who, it is expected, will 
complete it in the come of two or three weeks.

A CHARGE ON THORNTON'S. 

The down-trodden colored man, having learned 
the Civil-Rights bill by heart, is apparently de- 
termined without any delay whatever to avail 
himself of the privileges with which that act 
has endowed him. If everybody with whom in 
this effort he is likely to come into contact were 
such ardent lovers of the black man as 
the late originator of the act, this would 
not be difficult to accomplish. But it is a very 
sad fact that a large portion of the inhabitants 
of the United States have not yet reached that 
bresdth of view. which accepts the legitimate 
conclusions and results of civil equality. There 
are persons who, in spite of the law, are not 
disposed to put the colored man in immediate 
possession of the boons bestowed by the bill. 

Yesterday afternoon two colored men, the 
most aggressive of whom is named Wilson, en- 
tered the lunch-room at No. 164 South Clark 
street, known as the “ House of David,” of 
which David Thornton is proprietor, and asked 
to be served with oyster stews. It has 
been the policy of the place to 
wait upon all colored men at 
the bar, but its privileges with reference to the 
lunch-couater bave not been so indiscrimipately 
dispensed. Colored men from housesin the 
neighborhood, with whose owners Mr. Thornton 
has an acquaintance, and several employed in 
the Goveroment offices in the rear of his saloon, 
have been thus favured. 

THE ONLY CONDITION 
insisted upon was much the same as that adopt- 
ed by a Texan soloon-man, who said, Well, if 
we-have to set up drinks for niggers we'll make 
them-stand at the lower end of thecounter and 
take their hats off.” These colored men, the happy 
recipients of Mr. Thornton's bill of fare, were 
placed at the further end of the counter. Their 
natural politeness led them to remove their head- 


ear. 
Wilson and his companion were assigned to 
similar seats. To be placed at the lower end of 
the counter was 
AN INSULT 

which their haughty breasts would not brook, 
and they declared with many wicked expressions 
that they wanted to sit wherever they pleased, 
Wilson, during the conversation; fumbling in 
his pocket as if to draw a razor or a revolver. 
The attendant, Mr. Vance, told them they must 
take the seats designated or he should not serve 
them. Wilson retorted that they let dogs sit 
there; that they were as good as anybody, and 
wanted their choice of seats. Mr. Vance then 
declined to serve them at all, whereupon the 
men with more oaths and abusive talk left the 

lace and repaired to Commissioner Hoyne, be- 

ore whom they swore out afiidavits setting 
forth their treatment.

WILCKE, 
ON A FALSE SCENT. 

The detectives are busily at work endeavoring 
to apprenend the murderer of Julius Wilcke, the 
horrible circumstances of whose death are still 
fresh in the public mind. So far their efforts 
have not met with much success, although their 
zeal has been great. The latest arrest made was 
of one Theodore Wilcke, at Mattoon, on Tues- 
day, who was declared to be the nephew of the 
murdered man. Information had been sent to 
this city that a man named Wilcke, who had 
been living there, had left some time before the 
murder, and had returned shortly after. De- 
tectives Simmons and Hinchman went to Mattoon 
Tuesday, taking with them the little newsboy, 
August Cresco. He recognized a similarity be- 
tween Wilcke and the man whom he saw knock- 
ing at the saloon door for admission on the fatal 
Sunday moroing. On this chance of identity 
the officers made thé arrest, and the man was 
brought to the city yesterday morning, aud con- 
fined in the Madison Street Station. 

A reporter of Tun Tunern saw him, and had 
etalk with him, which soon made it apparent 
that he had no connection with the case. He 
was a neatly-dressed young man, with an intelli- 
gent face and good address, and was evidently 
of the better class of workingmen. He denied 
all knowledge of the murder, or that he was in 
any way connected with the deceased, not witb- 
standig the identity of name. Although he had 
been reared in this city, he had not been here 
since last spring, and then only to pass through. 
He had been living in Mattoon for about three 
months past, working in the furniture establish- 
ment of A. B. McVeii. On the Saturday night 
and Sunday morning covering the period during 
which the murder was committed, he says he 
was at a station on the Vandalia Railroad about 
30 miles from St. Louis. He :eft Mattoon March 
4, thinking he could do better elsewhere, and, trav- 
eling principally upon freight trains, arrived at 
this station about 4 o’clock Saturday afternoon. 
He did not recollect the name of the place, but 
recollected the man who kept the house at which 
he stopped was named Zimmerman He paid 50 
cents for his bed and supper, and helped to clean 
pen ten nant meeeuing, washing the tables and

and dinner, leaving for St. Louis on a freight 

train half-past 4 in the afternoon. He 

from St. Louis to Mattoon for money 

to get back, and arrived tbere last Friday, when, 
for the first time, he heard of the murder.
